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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argue that the term "exclusive" does no 
render the claim indefinite because it means that the nonwoven layer claimed is not part of the carpeting. Applicant argues that word 
exclusive limits the claimed carpeting to exclude the nonwoven layer of material in claim 1 . However, the carpeting is directly adhered to 
the nonwoven layer so how can the two layers be exclusive? Applicant concedes these layer are adhered together but draws a distinction 
in that they are not "fused" together as part of the manufacturing process of a commercial carpet. The examiner fails to understand the 
distinction between "fused" and "adhered." Moreover, when these layer are combined, i.e. the manufacturing process as opposed to the 
installation process, is irrelavent to the instant rejection. The claims are evaluated based on the final product they produce. 

Applicant argues that the prior art of the instant rejection is different from the instant invention because of the distinction created 
by the term "exclusive." However, the claim requires a flooring system comprising a nonwoven layer and a carpet layer. The prior art of 
the instant rejection teaches a flooring system comprising a nonwoven layer and carpet layer. It is the examiner's position that he prior ar 
teaches the limitations of applicant's claims. . 
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
